Church and State was threatened—they will ſee how nearly they were 
about to experience the Sowereignty of Tyranny, with the horrors of 


anarchy and infidelity, inſtead of legal authority and the mild 'influ- 


ence of religion. But, is it not equally aſtoniſhing and degrading, 
that there ſhould exiſt a BRITON born who can wiſh to fraternize with 
the regicides of France? or that any one who bears that name, from 
the higheſt Peer to the pooreſ? peaſant, ſhould be ſo baſe and degene- 
rate, ſuch an alien to his country, as to aid, by word or deed, in 
making her a tributary ſtate to France?—Let us hope, however, that 
ſuch traitors are not numerous, and that there are very few among 
us, comparatively ſpeaking, who would not harzard their lives and 
property to prevent the tri- coloured Flag of France from riding tri- 
umphant o'er the Wooden Walls of Old England;* but that Britain, 
true to herſelf, will preſerve that dignified rank ſhe now ſo deſervedly 
holds among the nations, and baffle both the open and ſecret attempts 


of all her enemies. Let us, likewiſe, hope that her Continental Allies,- 


ſenſible of their own intereſts, their preſent and future ſafety, as well 
as the danger of any longer temporizing with the Faithleſs Tyrants of 
France, will exert their united efforts in the preſent important, "and, 
perhaps, deciſive campaign—Then may we expect to ſee that inordi- 
nate ambition and deſpotic ſyſtem, ſo cruelly manifeſted in their infa- 
mous conduct againſt thoſe free and happy Republics, the ſmall De- 
mocratic Cantons of Switzerland, (where frugal induſtry, peace and 
plenty, had reigned for 300 years,) cruſhed, and the ein of peace 
reſtored.
